rising cost of living; and second, 
to help in meeting the acute hous- 
ing shortage," 


Calling for a direct and decisive 


attack on inflation, the chief exe- 
cutive laid down an eight-point pro- 
gram as a must for the legislators. 
These included: an excess profits 
tax, limited price controls 
with 


power to hold wages in line, stand- 
by rationing authority on scarce 
goods, and curbs on credit, rents 
and commodity speculation.

There i.s an unpleasant and dis- 


tressing spirit abroad in the land. 
It is one which we associate with 
Ihe small minority 
of crackpot 


bigots whose attitude and utter- 
ances are too distasteful to cause 
any widespread 
damage. 


But some recent manifestations 


of this spirit do not come from the 
crackpots. There is, for example, 
the Thomas Committee 
blast at 


Dr. Edward U. Condon as one of 
toe "weakest links" in our secur- 
ity chain. It has been a year since 
his loyalty was first questioned in 
Congress. Yet in all that time the 
committee has given the atomic 
scientist no chance to appear be- 
lore ils members and defend him- 
self.
